With the present: it is only "by-taking individual roads in vari- 
ous parts of ihe county ai\d noting the transformation in them 
that we can even partially realize the good work that this one 
mill levy has permitted us to acocomplish. 
Proportionately 


more good can be done the coming three years. The more miles 
of improved roads we have the easier it is to improve the rest,. 
Erery mile of good highway increases the value of all the 
property in the county. It increases to the farmer the worlh 
of his produce and it lessens the cost of the same produce to the 
consumer in town. 


The fact that taxes are high may induce some to vote 


Tagainst this proposition. 
Whoever takes that view fe a poor 


economist. We pay for what we need whether we get it or not. 
And every penny that farmers or town people would save by 
the defeat of this levy will cost them a good round dollar in the 
years to come. There is no economy in poor roads. There is 
really no extravagance so great, unless it. be th-at of poor 
schools. This country, this state, THIS COUNTY, will go for- 
ward in direct ratio to the pogress that is made in road improve- 
ment. 
' 


One of the fundamental requisites of an enduring civiliza- 


tion is high class transportation facilities. 
If it were possible 


for this county to spend $500,00,0 on its own roads within the 
next five years we believe the investment vvT>uld be reflected at 
the end of that time in a two million dollar increase in the tax 
duplicate. We believe the maxim, "It pays to advertise," is no 
better established than the other, "Good" roads pay for them- 
selves." 


A lot of Coshocton-co gravel has been hauled on Coshoc- 


ton-co roads these past six years, but not one*teuth of the battle 
has yet been fought. 
While we have a good county with a 


•wealth of natural resources, it gets us nowhere to deny the 
truth. Our roads are rotten, a nightmare to our own people and 
a repoach to the stranger who ventures within our gates. Like 
Liberty, "eternal vigilance" is the price of good roads. 
It is 


keeping forever at it that lifts us out of the mud and keeps us 
put.

Even if taxes are high it will not lower (hem any in the 


long run to permit our roads to slump. 
We should figure our 


roads not as an expense, but as AN INVESTMENT and one of 
the best any community can make. So regarded, tfce more good 
roads w«_- have the better we are off, for no man ever had too 
much of a really good investment. 


We note that t h e Auto Club ads stress gravel roads. That 


is a strong point in favor of home built roads. 
We have the 


stuff here in COsriocton-co out of which good roads are made, so 
why not use what we have and do the work ourselves? 
We be- 


lieve the assurance that the money raised from this one mill 
levy 'would be expended for gravel roads would put it over 
strong with the mass of voters. 
Nine out of ten automobile
